WASHINGTON,  Jan.  5.— The  full  naval  committee  of  tho 
Arms  Conference  adopted  today  the  first  two  proposals  as  to  sub- 
marine warfare  restrictions  offered  by  Klihu  Root,  but  regrouped 
the  provisions  in  three  clauses.  The  first  clause  provides  for  re- 
affirmation of  existing  laws  of  naval  warfare.  The  second  applies 
these  rules  of  warfare  specifically  to  submarines. 

The  Root  proposal  number  three,  to  initiate  a  new  precept  of 
international  law  banning  submarine  warfare  against  merchant 
vessels,  becomes  clause  three,  and  also  was  accepted  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Italy  has  decided  to  accept  the  second  Root  resolution  pro- 
hibiting attacks  by  submarines  on  merchant  ships,  provided  the 
French  delegation  does  the  same,  it  was  said  today  in  an  authorita- 
tive statement.

Hon.  John  Oliver  was  the  principal 
speaker  of  the  evening.  He  paid 
high  tribute  to  the  retiring  Attorney- 
Oeneral.  Mr.  Karris  had  been,  he 
said,  a  tower  of  strength  In  the 
Cabinet.  and-*hls  labors  In  office  had 
produced  much  of  the  constructive 
Legislation  of  the  past  five  years  in 
llrltlsh  Columbia. 

The  toast  of  "The  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment" was  proposed  by  Hon.  Mrs. 
Mary  Hmlth.  seconded  by  Captain  Ian 
Mackenzie,  and  responded  to  by  Hon.

Mr.  Oliver  toasted  Mr.  Karris.  The

of  Its  power  He  should  not  hav< 
liked  to  desert  his  colleagues  In  an 
hour  of  need.

protaction  of  the  lives  of  neutrals  and 
non-combatants  at  sea  In  time  of  war. 
declare  that  among  these  rules  the 
following  are  to  be  deemed  an  es- 
tablished part  of  International  law: 

"A  merchant  vessel  must  be  ordered 
to  submit  to  visit  and  search  to  de- 
termine its  character  before  It  can 
be  seised. 

"A  merchant  vessel  must  not  be 
attacked  unless  It  refuses  to  submit 
to  visit  and  search  after  warning  or 
to  proceed  as  directed  after  selxure. 

"A  merchant  vessel  must  not  be 
destroyed  unless  the  crew  and  pas- 
sengers have  first  been  placed  in 
safety. 

"Belligerent  submarines  are  not 
under  any  circumstances  exempt  from 
the  universal  rules  above  stated,  and 
If  a  submarine  cannot  capture  u  mer. 

chant  vessel  In  conformity  with  these 
rules,  the  existing  law  of  nations  re- 
quires it  to  desist  from  attack  and 
from  selxure.  snd  permit  the  mer- 
chant vessel  to  proceed  unmolested. 

"The  signatory  powers  Invite  all 
other  civilised  powers  to  express  their 
assent  to  the  foregoing  rtatement  of 
establiahsd  law.  so  that  there  may  be 
a  clear  public  understanding  through- 
out the  world  of  the  standards  of  con- 
duct by  which  the  public  opinion  of 
the  world  la  to  pass  Judgment  upon 
future  belligerents. 

"The  signatory  powers  recognize 
the  practical  Impossibility  of  using 
submarines  as  commerce  destroyers 
without  violation,  as  they  were  violat- 
ed In  the  recent  war.  of  the  require 
ments  universally  accepted  by  clvll- 
Ixed  nations  for  the  protection  of  the 
lives  of  neutrals  and  non-combatants, 
and  to  the  end  that  prohibition  of  the 
use  of  submarines  as  commerce  de- 
stroyers shall  be  universally  accept- 
ed as  part  of  the  law  of  nations,  they 
now  accept  that  prohibition  as  hence- 
forth binding  as  between  themselves, 
and  they  will  Invite  sll  other  nstlons 
to  adhere  thereto. 

"The  committee  then  adjourned 
until  tomorrow  at   11  a.m."

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Industrial  Situation  in  South 
Africa  Grows  More  Serious 
Coal  Miners  Join  With  Gold 
Mine  Workers 
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Mr.  Lloyd  George  and  M. 
Briand  Decide  on  Interna- 
tional Gathering  to  Deal  With 
European  Conditions 


GERMANY 
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MAY  BE  INVITED 


Reduction  in  Amount  of  Ger- 
man Reparations  Discussed 
— Belgians  Object  to  Losing 
Their  Allotted  Share 


LONDON,  Jan.  5  — The  seriousness 
of  the  Industrial  position  in  South 
Africa  is  In  no  way  diminished,  ac- 
cording to  a  Keuter  cable  from 
Johannesburg.  It  is  generally  be- 
lieved that  the  ballot  of  the  trade 
unionists  will  go  heavily  In  favor  of 
a  general  strike.  Police  contingents 
are  being  drafter  to  the  coal  strike 
district  from  all  parts  of  South  Africa. 

Repter's  Johannesburg  correspond- 
ent cables  that  the  chief  Inspector  of 
mines  has  made  an  Ineffectual  at- 
tempt to  bring  the  parties  in  the  col- 
liery dispute  together,  the  only  result 
being  that  the  striking  coa!  miners 
have  definitely  allied  themselves  with 
the  gold  miners,  and  have  refused  to 
submit  to  arbitration  the  question  of 
the  reduction  of  five  shillings  per 
shift  which  was  to  have  become 
operative  on  January  1,  on  whl<  h  data 
the  strike  In  the  Wltbank  district 
began. 

The  whole  question  of  the  miners 
la  being  laid  before  Premier  Smuts, 
of  the  Union  of  South  "  Africa.  It  is 
announced  that  the  mining  regula- 
tions have  been  enforced  with  the 
utmost  strictness,  and  this  Is  tanta- 
mount to  the  closing  of  the  coal 
mines.  The  strikers  are  showing  very 
strong  resentment  st  the  use  of  native 
labor  to  keep  the  mines  going.

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Re-elected  at  Annual  Meeting 
of  Club  Last  Night— Reports 
Show  'Much  Activity  During 
First  Year's  Existence 


PAH1S.  Jsn.  I. — A  dispatch  to  the 
ilavas  Agency  from  Cannes  says  Pre- 
miers Lloyd  tleorge  and  lirland  agreed 
this  evening  on  the  conditions  for  the 
convocation  of  an  International  eco- 
nomic conference.  The  programme  for 
the  conference,  from  which  politics  are 
to  he  barred,  was  settled  by  them. 

The  dispatch  advises  thst  It  is  likely 
that  Germany  and  Itussla  will  be  Invited 
to  send  delegstes  to  the  conference,  but 
that  participation  by  Russia  will  In  no 
way  Imply  recognition  of  the  Soviet 
Government. 

The  progrsmme  for  the  forthcoming 
International  economic  conference  was 
uppermost  In  today's  conversations  be- 
tween the  Premiers  and  the  chief  dele- 
gatea  to  the  Supreme  Council  which 
meets  tomorrow. 

The  Krench  view  has  been  that  the 
agenda  should  be  lsld  down  In  advance 
It  la  understood  that  Premier  Lloyd 
Oeorge  agreed  to  this,  and  that  the 
question  will  be  the  first  discussed  by 
the  council. 

In  addition  to  a  continuation  of  the 
private  talks  between  Premier  Briand 
and  Mr.  Lloyd  George.  M.  Briand  had 
a  lengthy  conversation  today  with  the 
Marquis  Delia  Torreta.  Italian  Minis- 
ter of  Foreign  Affairs,  and  also  saw 
Premier  Theunya.  of  Belgium.  and 
Baron  Hayashl.  of  Japan.  Today's 
developments  seemed  to  confirm  the 
impression  that  the  Allies  are  agreed 
on  the  principle  of  an  economic  con- 
ference, though  still  debating  details. 

Reparations  were  discussed  by  ex- 
perts today,  the  Belgians  opposing 
any  modification  In  the  schedule  of 
payments  that  likely  would  compro- 
mise their  property  in  the  2.600,000.- 
000  gold  marks  due  by  Germany. 

The  Krench  delegation  ts  backing 
the  Belgians,  but  It  Is  Inclined  to 
mske  concessions  to  the  British  view- 
point to  the  extent  of  reducing  cash 
payments  to  600.000.000  gold  marks 
annually,  and  the  rest  of  the  repara- 
tions In  kind.  The  British  go  farther, 
and  desire  to  reduce  the  deliveries  In 
kind  so  that  the  total  both  In  cash 
and  In  kind  can  be  reduced  about  26 
per  cent  from  the  Paris  agreement, 
or  1,600.000.000  gold  marks. 

Participation  by  Germany  In  the 
eventual  International  economic  con- 
ference is  now  taken  for  granted,  but 
there  is  still  discussion  ss  to  what 
would  be  the  consequences  of  the 
presence  of  Russian  Soviet  delegates, 
which.  It  Is  held  In  French  circles 
would  be  tantamount  to  recognition 
of  the  Bolshevlkl  regime. 
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MONTREAL.  Jan  6. —Liberal  mo- 
gul* of  the  Montreal  district,  which 
Includes  some  42  constituencies,  are 
frankly  in  favor  of  allowing  an  ac- 
clamation to  Rt.  Hon.  Arthur 
Melghen.  when  he  presents  himself 
for  election  In  Grenville,  Out..  or 
elsewhere,  states  The  Montreal  8tar 
today. 

"To  reach  this  frame  of  mind.  Mr. 
Melghon's  political  adversaries  have 
construed  his  position  as  analogous 
to  that  of  a  cabinet  minister  present- 
ing himself  in  his  by-election,  and 
that  it  would  consequently  bo  in  ac- 
cordance with  Liberal  traditions  to 
permit  un  acclamation,  provided  he 
entered  a  division  captured  by  his 
party  in  the  general  elections."

On  Old  Christmas  Eve,  1921.  the  pro- 
prietors and  editor  of  The  Freeman's 
Journal,  for  exposing  the  torture  of 
a  young  soldier  of  the  Irish  Republi- 
can army,  were  Imprisoned  In  Mount 
Joy  in  the  cause  of  government  In 
Ireland  with  the  consent  of  the 
governed.  - 

"On  Old  Christmas  Eve,  1922,  The 
Freeman's  Journsl  Is  ertitclxed  In  the 
Dall  Klreann  for  Its  endeavor  to  pre- 
vent the  defeat  of  the  will  of  the 
people  by  representatives  who  have 
lost  their  representative  character.

DE  VALERA  REJECTS 
ITS  FIRST  PROPOSAL 


Only  Two  Members  of  Dail  Appear  to  Bh  Influ- 
enced by  Declarations  From  Their  Constituents 
— Some  Deputies,  Angered  by  Criticism,  Wish 
to  Expel  Freeman's  Journal  Reporters 


DUBLIN,  Jan.  5.— The  Dail  Kireann.  which  met  this 
morning  with  disruption  threatened,  adjourned  tonight  in 
the  hope  that  a  basis  of  agreement  might  be  readied  be- 
tween the  supporters  and  opponents  of  the  treaty.  The 
peace  committee  is  meeting  again  tonight,  and  will  report 
at  a  private  session  of  the  Dail  tomorrow  morning. 


The  announcement  of  the  existence  of  a  peace  committee 
was  the  chief  feature  of  the  day,  and  a  thrill  was  given  to 
the  general  situation  by  the  revelation  that  armed  men,  as- 
sumed to  be  "Irish  Republican  Army"  opponents  of  the 
treaty,  had  kidnapped  the  correspondent  of  The  London 
Times  and  carried  him  off  to  Cork.  Word  has  been  received, 
however,  that  the  correspondent  was  rescued  by  agents  of 
Michael  Collins  and  is  returning  unharmed  to  Dublin. 

No  member  of  the  cabinet  is  included  in  the  peace  com- 
mittee, which  is  made  up  almost  exclusively  of  the  ablest 
members  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Dail  who  have  spoken 
for  and  against  the  treaty.  The  most  notable  of  these  are 
Owen  0'l3uffy,  member  for  Monaghan,  and  liaison  officer 
of  Ulster,  who  is  a  supporter  of  the  treaty,  and  Liam  Mel- 
lows, an  uncompromising  republican,  who  will  have  nothing 
to  do  either  with  the  treaty  or  dc  Valera's  alternative 
proposals.

By  another  resolution  adopted, 
foreign  smbsssadors  st  Peking  will 
confer  with  Chinese  offlclsls  when- 
ever China  so  requests  relstlve  to 
execution  of  the  declared  purpose  of 
the  powers  to  withdraw  trtrops  'n 
esch  case  where  conditions  make  it 
practicable.

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Declaies  That  Beaver  Skins 
Were  Delivered  to  Friends  of 
Dr.  Baker  Out  of  Govern- 
ment Supplies 
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Famine  and  Typhus  Are  Ex- 
pected to  Sweep  Away  Ten 
Million  People— Burial  Fa- 
cilities Are  Overtaxed 


MOSCOW,  Jan.  5.— Ru/ala  hus  be- 
gun the  year  1922  with  eight  month** 
of  unspeakable  horror  before  her  und 
the  terrible  dread  that  next  Hummer's 
crop  will  only  slightly  relieve  the 
gnawing  famine. 

At  Tsarutsln,  Saratoff,  Samara.  Ufn, 
Orenburg  and  Kazan,  frozen  bodies 
are  stacked  high  awaiting  burial  in 
trenches  which  workmen  cannot  pre- 
pare faat  enough  for  the  victims  of 
famine,  exposure  and  typhus — und 
every  day  the  situation  Is  growing 
worse. 

Americun  relief  workers,  who  orig- 
inally cautiously  placed  the  number 
of  probable  deaths  In  the  famine  urea 
this  Winter  at  2.000.000.  now  say  that 
r.. 000, 000  Is  a  low  estimate.  It  is  pre- 
dicted that  the  typhua  epidemic  prob- 
ably will  bo  the  worst  that  Russia 
lias  ever  auffered. 

The  Americans  are  feeding  nearly 
1.000.000  children,  und  the  British 
und  various  other  organizations  aro 
furnishing  nourishment  for  at  least 
100,000  in  the  moat  dangeroua  condi- 
tion. 

Relief  Workers  Die 

Dr.  Reginald  Farror,  of  the  epi- 
demics commission  of  the  league  of 
Nations;  Miss  Mary  Patterson,  of  the 
English  twnaker  relief  mission,  and 
Dr.  Ourtner,  of  the  Oerman  Red 
Cross,  have  died  within  the  past  wetk 
of  typhun  contracted  In  the  famine 
area.  MlsS  Nancy  Bobb  and  William 
Kenworthy.  of  the  English  Quaker 
unit,  are  ill  with  typhus  at  Buzulk. 
neur  Saratoff.  and  Anna  Ix>utso 
Strong,  of  Philadelphia,  who  la  oa- 
Kocla'ed  with  the  English  Quaker  or- 
ganization, is  recovering  from  the 
name  malady  in  Moscow.  Colonel 
Hell,  of  the  American  relief  adminis- 
tration. Is  convalescing  from  the 
disease  at  Ufa.  The  dlseuse  Is  so 
prevalent  throughout  all  of  the  Volga 
region  and  In  Turkestan  thut  tha 
Soviet  government  has  stopped  a'l 
pussenger  service  to  snd  from  these 
regions 

Sir  Oeonge  Newnes,  of  tho  British 
"Save  the  Children  Fund."  reports 
that  he  saw  250  frozen  bodies,  many 
of  whom  were  children,  burled  In  a 
trench  at  Saratoff  In  one  day.  Ha  says 
tralnloadg  of  refugee  children,  under- 
fed nnd  scantily  clad,  are  riding  from 
the  famine  aren  in  such  a  pitiable 
condition  that  the  living  children  aro 
worse  off  than  the  dead. 

The  Soviet  government  has  agreed 
to  grant  the  American  relief  adminis- 
tration the  use  of  cars  and  lom- 
motlves  required  to  move  the  supplies 
which  the  $20,000,000  just  appropri- 
ated by  the  United  States  will  pro- 
vide. It  la  estimated  that  200  cars 
and  five  locomotives  will  be  required 
daily  for  forty  days. 

Vessels  Asked  For 

WASHINGTON.  Jan.  6.  —  The 
American  relief  administration  hns 
applied  to  the  Shipping  Hoard  for  20 
vessels  to  carry  grain  to  Soviet  Russia 
in  order  to  avoid  the  high  rates  de- 
manded by  private  American  ship 
operators.  Secretary  Hoover  said  to- 
day. 


MAY  EXPOSE  AFFAIRS 
OF  MERCHANTS  BANK 

MONTREAL.  Jan.  5  —Forty-two 
prominent  financiers  of  Montreal  have 
been  summoned  as  witnesses  in  the 
enquete  court  here  on  January  9.  and 
ordered  to  bring  with  them  all  books 
and  papers  relating  to  dealings  of 
the  Merchants  Bank,  to  be  absorbed 
by  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  and  the 
brokerage  house  of  Thornton.  David- 
son (now  In  liquidation),  snd  through 
which  the  Merchants  Hank  Is  said  to 
have  lost  f4. 000. 000  at  least,  and 
Colin  M.  Cameron,  ita  manager,  at 
present  under  arrest  charged  with 
stealing  nearly  $500,000  in  connec- 
tion with  the  brokerage  house  failure. 

The  subpoenas  were  issued  at  the 
request  of  the  Crown  prosecutor  In 
connection  with  the  hearing  of  the 
Cameron  case.  Among  those  sum- 
moned sre  Sir  Montagu  Allen,  presi- 
dent of  the  Merchants  Bank;  D.  C. 

Ita  late  general  manager, 
and  Its  directors.  Including  Hon.  C. 
C.  Ballantyne.  Norman  J.  Dawes, 
I^orne  C.  Webster  snd  Farquhar  Rob- 
ertson. 

TEACHER  ARRAIGNS 
NATIONAL  PREJUDICE 

LONDON.  Jan.  5. — At  a  conference 
of  women  teachers  st  Manchester,  a 
resolution  was  sdopted  strongly  op- 
posing Oovernment  economy  falling 
upon  education.  A  similar  resolution 
was  passed  by  the  Hesd masters'  As- 
sociation. This  resolution  urged  par- 
ents to  become  keener  then  ever  on 
educational  interests,  and  stated  that 
every  secondary  achool  bad  a  long 
wsitrng  list  because  of  Insdequste 
school  accommodation 

The  headmasters'  meeting  waa 
somewhat  startled  by  s  speech  from 
the  president  of  the  association.  C.  A. 
Stewsrt.  of  St.  Dunstan's  College, 
wherein  he  referred  to  the  "prejudice 
of  patriotism  "  He  said  "If  this  In- 
tense nationalism  Is  again  proelpHaf- 
ed  with  such  a  horrible  orgy  of  devil 
meat  aa  we  hare  just  experienced 
then  education  la  a  failure" 


VANCOUVER,  Jan.  6.— That  beaver 
aklns  were  delivered  to  friends  of  Dr. 
A.  U.  Baker  ior  thsir  personal  u« 
out  of  Government  supplies  was  at- 
tested by  Uume  Inspector  Hint  when 
the  8huw  Inquiry  into  the  adminlatra- 
tion  of  the  Provincial  Oame  Board 
reopened  here. 

The  aessioib  tuduy  was  brief.  and 
will  be  continued  tomorrow.  Inspec- 
tor Hird  said  that  Attorney-General 
J.  W.  de  B.  Farris  had  got  a  packet 
of  skins,  which  were  made  up  into  a 
coat  for  Mrs.  Furris.  He  did  not  know 
whether  these  skins  were  paid  for  or 
not.  Confiscated  skins  were  some- 
times sold  privately. 

Inspector  Hlrd.  cross-examined  by 
counsel  for  Messrs.  Pooley.  Bowser 
and  Baker  during  the  day.  made  aev- 
eral  sensational  statements,  concerning 
the  administration  of  the  Board. 
Disagreed  on  Policy 

The  Inquiry  got  off  to  a  belated 
start  this  morning,  due  to  a  misunder- 
standing of  counsel  aa  to  the  time  of 
the  session.  Chief  Game  Inspector 
Hlrd,  who  had  given  voluminous 
evidence  at  Victoria  lust  week,  was 
present   for  cross-examination. 

To  W.  H.  R.  Moore,  counsel  for 
Messrs.  R.  H.  Pooley  and  W.  J.  Bow- 
ser. Inspector  Hlrd  said  he  had  not 
agreed  with  Dr.  Baker's  policy  In  re- 
gard to  fur  buying. 

"I  sugesled  that  the  furs  should  be 
bought  from  the  Indians  through  the 
Indian  ugencies.  If  that  had  not 
been  enough,  a  short  buying  season 
of  six  weeks  at  the  end  of  the  open 
season  would  have  brought  in  all  the 
furs,"  he  said.  He  was  sure  that  with 
three  or  four  more  game  wardens  he 
could  have  patrolled  the  northern 
country  effectively.  From  the  point 
of  jNew  of  illicit  fur  trading.  Burns 
Lake  wus  the  most  important  place 
up  north,  but  no  warden  was  placed 
there.

Hird  said  that  W.  E.  Will  lama  of 
Prince  Rupert,  law  partner  of  Hon. 
A.  M.  Mun.xon,  had  resigned  from  the 
Game  Board  because  of  dlssatlsfac- 
tlon  over  Dr.  Haker's  administration 
and  policy  for  fur  buyers^JIe  read  a 
copy  of  Mr.  Williams'  resignation,  ad- 
dressed to  Dr.  Baker,  which  Williams 
had  sent  to  Hird. 

"I  think  no  such  policy  should  hsve 
been  udopted  without  the  fullest  In- 
vestigation by  the  Board,  which  was 
not  done."  said  the  letter.  In  which 
Mr.  Williams  gave  it  as  his  opinion 
that  the  policy  of  fur  buying  was 
illegal  as  well  ns  Inadvisable.  He 
objected  to  the  permit  system  as  tend- 
ing to  favoritism  In  their  issuance. 
He  told  Dr.  Baker  that  the  policy  of 
ftrr  buying  was  trie  polioy  of  Dr. 
Baker,  and  not  of  the  Board,  and 
wrk  opposed  to  the  principle  of  con- 
servation of  the  fur-bearing,  animals. 

Witness  had  wanted  the  disused 
engine  of  the  launch  Rip-Rap  for 
parts  for  repairs,  but  he  haO  learned 
the  engine  had  since  been  sold. 

Mr.  Donaghv:  You  don't  seem  to  be 
getting  very  far  with  thnt,  Mr.  Moore. 

From  the  report  of  Game  Warden 
Pike  witness  said  that  Dr.  Baker  had 
given  A.  D.  Campbell,  a  fur  trader  of 
Harper's  Camp,  a  special  permit 
whereby  he  need  not  pay  royalty  until 
the  furs  wqfe  aold. 

"This  Is  the  only  permit  of  its  kind 
in  the  Province,  and  In  my  Judgment 
Is  Illegal.     Everybody  else  had  lo  pay 
royalty  on  demand."  said  Hlrd. 
Present  to  Mrs.  Farris 

Inspector  Hlrd.  on  further  cross- 
examination  by  Mr.  Moore,  charged 
that  Dr.  Baker  had  given  a  packet  of 
Government  beaver  skins  to  Hon.  J. 
W.  de  B.  Farris.  which  waa  aubse- 
quently  made  up  Into  a  Jur  coat  for 
Mrs.  Farris. 

Inspector  Hlrd  further  charged  that 
Dr.  Baker  was  apparently  "pretty  full" 
on  a  train  at  Prince  Rupert  and  had 
said: 

"Nobody  can  get  anything  on  me. 
1  am  too  alick  for  them.  I  never 
handled  cheques,  only  cash.  I  have 
conducted  political  campaigns  before 
now,  and  should  he  able  to  manage 
this  beaver  situation  all  right."

WINNIPEG.  .Tan.  5. — Resolutions 
calling  on  the  Federal  Government  to 
make  immediate  transfer  of  natural 
resources  to  the  three  Prairie  Prov- 
inces will  be  brought  before  the  Man- 
itoba. Kaskalchewan  and  Alberta 
legislatures  for  ratification  when 
they  convene  early  this  year.

Autocratic  Course 


DUBLIN.  Jan.  5.— Strong  condem- 
natory comment  on  dV  Vulera courae 
.•l'1-.-.ir-    In     trie     Duhlln    n.  w^»a|»  r» 
An  editorial  in  The  Freeman's  Jour- 
nul  thli  morning  rends: 

"Those  who  hoped  de  Valera  wouM 
spare  Ireland  the  ordeal  of  a  faction- 
al flKht  over  his  absurd  document  No. 
3  nic  to  !«•  dlHuppolnted.  The  Irish 
people  will  find  no  Justification  in  h's 
public„t;,,n  of  hla  criminal  attenud 
to  divide  the  nation.  Ilia  alleged  al- 
ternative to  the  treaty  is  no  alterna- 
tive. It  contains  alt  the  articles  for 
which  the  treaty  haa  been  assailed 
by  the  Ideal  orators  of  th«-  l'ull.  only 
N  Is  much  wori«e." 

The  newaiMiper  seeking  un  explana- 
tion of  Mr.  de  Valera'a  action.  eayK 
it  m  apparently  due  to  vanity."  and 
udds: 

"He  cannot  forgive  the  Irishmen 
who  made  the  treaty  for  their  suc- 
cess, and  for  this  he  is  ready  to  aacrl- 
fOS  hlH  country.  Ho  haa  not  the  in- 
stinct of  the  Irishman  In  his  blood. 
It  Is  the  curse  of  Ireland  that  Its 
unity  ahould  be  broken.  Huch  a  man 
Is  acting  under  the  advice  of  an  Eng- 
lishman who  achieved  fame  in  th< 
llrltlsh  intelligence  service  (an  appar- 
ent reference  to  Emklne  Chllders). 
Document  No.  3  is  largely  the  work 
of  Chllders.  The  Iriah  people  in  u  s  t 
stand  up  and  begin  their  freedom  by 
giving  their  fate  Into  the  hands  of 
their  own  countrymen."  . 

The  political  correspondent  of  The 
Freeman's  Journal  writes: 

"De  Valera.  depending  on  the  loyal- 
ty and  devotion  which  centre  around 
the  position  of  eminence  in  which 
the  people  have  placed  him.  seems  to 
be  arrogating  to  himself  the  right  of 
an  autocrat.  1 1 :  manifesto  struck  a 
historical  note,  and  leaves  one  with 
the  pl«tur«.  of  de  Valera  shrieking 
'treachery'  In  the  face  of  men  like 
CalMaa,  tJrlftlth  and  O'Duffy.  whose 
lives  have  been  daily  risked  for  their 
country.  The  absurdity  of  It  would 
efface  Its  wickedness  In  other  circum- 
stances. . 

"I>c  Valera'*  name  seems  alone  to 
make  It  a  subject  of  serious  com- 
ment." 

The  wriur  cava  Mr.  de  Valera.  by 
his  action,  seeks  to  be  the  law  unto 
himself  mid  to  propose  the  amend- 
ment, although  he  has  already  spoken 
In  debate. 

"One  felt."  he  adds,  "that  the  pro- 
testing vole*  of  the  man  In  (he 
street  or  the  .man  In  the  field  found 
i  xpresslon  In  tJriftlth's  prompt  chal- 
leiiRe  to  <le  Valera's  assumption  of  a 
privilege  undreamed  of  by  any  other 
member  of  the  assembly.  Griffith's 
characterisation  of  such  a  claim  as 
evidence  of  un  autocracy  which.  If 
persisted  in.  would  force  the  chair- 
man of  the  plenipotentiaries,  and 
those  who  support  him,  to  quit  the 
Dall,  was  the  most  serious  statement 
made  |n  the  course  of  the  controversy 
No  such  situation  has  arisen  In  Irish 
affairs  alnee  Charles  Stewart  Par- 
nell's  struggle  In  committee-room  No. 
15  (when  Parnall.  as  head  of  the  Irish 
Parliamentary  party  In  the  House  of 
Commons,  refused  to  allow  a  vote  on 
Ihee  resolution  for  his  own  depo- 
sition). 

"l>esplte  high  hopes  for  unity  and 
agreement,  nobody  who  waa  present 
at  the  passage  of  arms  which  closed 
last  night's  debute  could  doubt  that 
the  assembly  stood  on  the  verge  of  all 
the  disaster  that  Is  summed  up  In  the 
horrible  little  word  'spilt.'" 
The  Irish  Independent  says: 
"As  fur  as  nubstance  Is  concerned, 
we  fall  to  find  much  difference  be- 
tween the  treaty  nnd  the  counter- 
treaty.  Certainly  there  la  ho  differ- 
ence material  enough  to  warrant  a 
division,  and  perhaps  chaos  or  dis- 
aster In  the  country." 

Walsh's  Predict  ion 

LONDON.  Jan.  6. — J.  J.  Walah, 
member  of  the  Dall  Klreann.  is  quot- 
ed In  a  Central  News  dispatch  from 
Dublin  today  as  saying  In  a  state- 
ment : 

"I  can  definitely  state,  that  as  the 
position  stands,  the  treaty  will  be  de- 
feated by  at   least  two  votes. 

"I  take  full  responsibility  for  msk- 
Ing  that  statement."  continued  Walsh. 
"The  decision  will  likely  be  taken 
late  tonight,  and  1  feel  that  It  la  of 
the  greatest  Importance  and  of  vital 
Interest  for  every  constituency  to 
reallM  the  exact  position." 

The  Central  News  correspondent 
anys  other  deputies  who  were  queried 
in  regard  to  Walsh's  statement  said 
they  would  not  attempt  to  contradict 
It,  and  that  their  manner  of  saying 
so  confirmed  the  serious  fears  gen- 
erally entertained.

Chicago  Thugs  Kill  Bank  Presi- 
dent and  Wound  Two  Com- 
panions, Giving  No  Warning 
—Escape  With  $12,000 


CHICAGO.  Jan  .V-  John  Seffel, 
president  of  the  Maywood  State  Hunk, 
was  shot  and  killed,  and  Houis 
Sweeney,  chief  of  police  of  the  sub- 
urb, and  Arthur  Henson,  a  bank  mes- 
senger, were  wounded  today,  when 
five  bandits  robbed  them  of  » II', 000 
payroll  for  the  Maywood  plant  of  the 
American  Can  Company. 

The.  bandits  did  not  give  the  bank- 
er and  his  two  guards  a  chance  to 
hold  up  their  hands.  They  ordered 
the  payroll  car  to  stop,  and  as  it 
came  to  a  halt  opened  fire,  killing 
Seffel  almost  instantly. 

Chief  Sweeney  was  shot  under  the 
right  arm  and  Henson  in  tho  side.  The 
latter's  Injuries  are  serious.

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De  Valera's  Move  Viewed  With 
Apprehension  by  Correspon- 
dents in  Dublin — Criticism 
by  Westminster  Gazette 


LONDON.  Jan.  I  -Vm  of  the  Kng- 
llsh  newspaper  correspondents  In 
Da  bit  II  venture,  predictions  as  to  the 
result  of  Kimiunn  de  Valera's  sudden- 
ly announced  plan  to  amend  the  Irish 
peace  treaty,  but  all  record  the 
amazement  caused  by  his  action  and 
doubts  arising  from  It.  They  gener- 
ally agree  that  entrance  of  this  new 
factor  has  greatly  changed  the  situ- 
ation, and  that  the  action  of  the  Dall 
cannot  be  predicted. 

The  Westminster  fiazette,  the  only 
newspaper  to  comment,  on  the  move. 
Is  In  hearty  accord  with  Irish  au- 
tonomy and  the  treaty.  It  expresses 
amusement  at  Mr.  de  Valera's  move 
and  adds:  "Ireland  has  to  ask  itself 
whether,  for  a  turn  of  a  phrnse.  It 
is  prepared  to  reject  pence  and  re- 
turn to  bitterness  and  bloodshed.  We 
cannot  doubt  what  the  answer  will  be. 

"No  cynic  could  more  effectively 
have  escaped  the  shallowness  of  de 
Valera's  objections  than  he  himself 
displayed  them  In  his  document. 
There  la  no  difference  which  Is  worth 
the  life  of  a  single  Itiahman,  between 
the  actual  proposals  in  the  treaty  and 
those  put  forth  by  de  Valera.  Ire- 
land can  have  the  treaty  tomorrow. 
De  Valera's  alternative  could  only 
he  obtained  after  long  delay  and  bit- 
ter struggle." 

The  Dolly  News,  another  warm 
supporter  of  Ireland,  while  abstain- 
ing from  comment  on  the  alternative 
proposal,  gravely  condemns  the  tone 
of  Llam  Mellows'  utterances  yes- 
terday, which.  "In  Its  pure  quality  of 
hMe  hn*  been  unenunlled  In  the  Dall 
debates.  A  speech  like  this,  which 
seemed  to  vibrate  a  loathing  for 
Croat  Krltain.  give*  point  to  Mr.  As- 
qulth's  warning  that  ratification  will 
In  no  wav  complete  the  solution  of 
the  Irish  question."

relatively  stronger  at  s*a  than  she 
would  have  been  had  the  various  na- 
tional programmes  bt-en  allowed  to 
mature.  This  service  publication 
points  "out  that  Britain  Is  b-fl,  for  the 
i lino  bolng.  with  what  is  unquestion- 
ubly  the  "fioeat  and  most  formidable 
battle  fleet  in  the  world.  '  The  pro- 
grammes planned  by  both  the  Unit- 
ed Btati-s  and  Japun  for  a  series  of 
vessels  of  Ho  post-Jutland  typo  have 
been  abandoned,  and  the  Maryland 
(America),  and  the  Nagato  (Japan), 
are  the  only  two  vessels  of  fTus 
type  allout.  but  II. M.S.  Hood  Is  re- 
garded *■  a  counterweight  to  either 
of  these  two  ships.  Britain  has  a 
main  battle  fleet  of  ten  15-ln.  gun 
ships  with  a  reserve  of  eight  vessels 
carrying  13.5-in.  guns,  as  well  sa 
four  battle  cruisers  of  a  power  and 
mobility  unequalled  by  those  of  any 
other  nation. 

This  view  of  the  situation,  in  the 
light  of  any  possible  developments.  Is 
distinctly  encouruglng.  Utile  is  be- 
ing heard  from  Washington  about 
uny  decision  affecting  the  cruiser 
ratio  in  the  naval  discussion,  but  It 
may  be  assumed  that  on  this  phase 
Britain  will  not  give  way.  Already 
the  British  attitude  has  been  made 
perfectly  clear  by  Karl  Beatly,  whose 
proposiils  have  been  vigorously  sus- 
tained by  Mr.  Balfour,  and.  Indeed, 
from  the  silence  on  the  subject.  It 
may  be  that  there  will  be  no  attempt 
to  impose  a  definite  cruiser  ratio. 
Hitherto,  In  all  navies  except  the 
British  Navy,  the  number  of  cruisers 
hss  been  bused  on  the  strength  of 
the  battleship  fleet.  Britain  has  taken 
the  standpoint  that  she  wants  suf- 
ficient cruisers  to  protect  her  com- 
merce, to  show  the  flag  throughout 
n  world-wide  Kmplre  us  well  as 
meeting  all  the  requirements  of  the 
biittlrshlp  lleet.  Britain's  experience 
in  the  (ireat  War  wlty  not  make  her 
ready  to  reduce  the  number  of  her 
cruisers.  Sho  was  short  of  this  type 
of  craft  in  1914.  and  she  will  not 
run  that  risk  asraln.  Bfce  needs  cruis- 
ers, far  beyond  the  requirements  of 
any  other  Power,  and  this  is  a  phase 
of  the  naval  discussion  on  which  she 
a  firm  and  decided  stand.

It  was  Intended  that  if  the  Mayor 
should  del-line  to  receive  representa- 
tlves  of  the  unemployed  at  his  office, 
more  than  100  men  would  go  to  the 
«'lty  Hall  at  Intervals  and  form  a  line 
outside  the  door.  demanding  an 
audience. 

Chief  John  Fry  advlaed  Mayor  Mar- 
t-hunt of  the  plan. 

"I  havV  not  refused  to  meet  anyone 
and  I  do  not  propoae  to  now."  de- 
clared the  Mayor.  "If  the  unemployed 
will  send  a  deputation.  I  will  be 
pleased  to  discuss  matters  with  them, 
but  any  suggestion  of  mob  tactics  or 
attempted  intimidation  will  not  be 
tolerated.  There  Is  no  need  for  a 
demonstration  of  the  unemployed. 
We  reallxe  the  seriousness  of  the 
situation,  and  the  Council  is  taking 
action  to  effect  relief." 

A  delegutlon  from  the  unemployed. 
Including  Messrs.  William  Moulton 
and  Scotty  Cresawell,  waited  on  the 
Muyor  and  offered  a  proposal  that  the 
city  give  out  credit  tickets  for  main- 
tenance, $15  being  allowed  for  mar- 
ried men  and  $10  for  unmarried  men, 
weekly.  It  was  also  urged  that  men 
be  employed  on  relief  work  more 
steadily,  complaint  being  made 
agalnat  the  present  two-day-a-week 
plnn. 

Mayor  Marchant  stated  that  he  was 
agreeable  to  those  proposals,  but 
found  that  Dominion  Government  re- 
lief money  could  not  be  apent  at  a 
rate  higher  than  the  equivalent  of 
two  days'  pay  weekly.

Mayor  Marchant  Gives  Chief 
Fry  Authority  to  Augment 
Police  Department,  But  Dis- 
counts Scare  Reports 

Hearing  reports  that  the  disorgan- 
isation of  the  detective  department 
following  the  dismissal  of  Inspector 
George  .Perdue  and  other  officials 
would  probably  result  in  a  sudden 
influx  of  undesirable  characters. 
Mayor  William  Marchant  held  a  con- 
ference with  Chief  of  Police  John 
Fry  and  autherlsed  him  to  appoint 
additional -policemen  to  meet  any  sit- 
uation that  might  arlae. 

"I  practically,-  gave  Chief  Fry  a 
free  hand  to  uae  his  own  judgment 
In  the  matter."  eai.l  Mayor  Mar- 
chant. "Personally  I  don't  believe 
thnt  there  is  anything  to  this  tal* 
of  a  crime  wave,  but  it  is  just  as 
well  to  be  prepared." 

Mayor  Marchant  denied  a  report 
that  he  had  rebuked  Chief  Fry  for 
engaging  additional  men  for  the  po- 
lice department  without  first  getting 
the  authority  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sion. He  said  that  the  commission 
would  probably  not  meet  until  next 
week. 

There  have  been  four  new  men 
ti.  ken  on  the  department  by  Chief 
Fry.  two  of  them  as  permanent  men 
should  they  prove  themselves  satis- 
factory. Fearon  Woodburn  and  Per- 
clval  Jeeves,  and  two  other*  taken 
i  n  temporarily  as  specials.  Daniel  D. 
Chlsholm  and  Sidney  H.  Wilkinson 


Mayor  Marchant's  attitude  towards 
the  administration  of  police  affairs, 
and  particularly  in  respect  to  the  de- 
tective department  will  be  dictated  by 
public  opinion  and  nothing  else,  ho 
declared  yesterday. 

The  Mayor  atated  that,  as  chairman 
of  the  Police  Commission,  he  had  an 
ahoolutely  unprejudiced  mind,  and 
had  evolved  no  definite  policy.  Ilia 
action  on  that  commission,  he  intim- 
ated, would  be  determined  solely  by 
future  events.  # 

"I  have  not  given  a  great  deal  of 
thought  to  the  Police  Commission, 
becauee  so  much  of  my  time  has  been 
occupied  by  other  matters."  said  the 
Mayor,  and  It  la  understood,  in  fact, 
that  hla  enforced  chalrn  lunnhlp  of  the 
Police  Hoard  la  distasteful  to  him. 

"Personally.  I  believe  that  the  dis- 
missed members  of  the  detective  de- 
partment were  entitled  to  a  fair  hear- 
ing, but  at  the  same  time  there  can 
be  only  one  interpretation  of  the  vote 
given  at  the  last  Police  Commlaaion 
election."  said  the  Mayor. 

"At  preaent  there  arc  ihree  detec- 
tives on  the  force,  and  at  the  preaent 
moment  I  have  yet  to  be  convinced 
that  there  is  a  genuine  need  for  addi- 
tional appointments.  At  any  rate,  no 
further  appointments  shall  be  made 
until  the  atmosphere  becomes  more 
settled.  The  court  actions  involving 
the  detectives  and  Police  Commis- 
mlasloners  may  have  some  effect  on 
public  opinion.  There  <s  no  doubt  In 
my  mind  that  should  I  attempt  to 
have  the  dismissed  detectives  rein- 
stated I  would  be  acting  contrary  to 
the  wlshea  of  the  majority  of  Victoria 
citizens." 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Police 
Commission  will  probably  be  helj 
early  next  week. 

When  It  was  suggested  that  in  cer- 
tain quartera  it  was  expected  that 
Commissioner  Joe  North  would  be 
the  dominant  figure  in  the  commis- 
sion this  year.  Mayor  Marchant  as- 
serted with  emphasis: 

"I  know  one  thing,  and  that  Is  the 
fact  that  I  am  Mayor  of  Victoria,  and 
also  chairman  of  the  Police  Commla- 
aion. I  was  elected  by  a  majority  of 
the  people,  and  I  am  the  one  respon- 
sible to  them  for  the  Police  Commis- 
sion. I  shall  not  tolerate  interfer- 
ence." 

The  Mayor  j.dded  that  future  meet- 
Inge  of  the  Police  Commission  would 
be  conducted  in  an  orderly  manner 
or  adjourned. 

"Meetings  of  the  Police  Commission 
and  City  Council  are  privileged,"  he 
pointed  out.  "They  ere  called  for  the 
purpose  of  transacting  crvio  business. 
No  one  outside  those  bodies  has  any 
right  to  speak  at  them  unless  so  re- 
quested, and  applause  will  be  abso- 
lutely forbidden."

Mine  at  Kim- 
berlcy.  which  is  strikingly  reflected 
i  1  the  statistics  relative  to  the  output 
of  lead  and  silver;  another  the  splen- 
did performance  of  th««  Hidden  Creek 
Mise  and  the  Anyox  Smelter,  which 
If  shown  In  the  volume  of  the  copper 
iroduction;  snd  a  third  in  the  devel- 
opment In  the  Salmon  Klver  Valley, 
Portland  Canal,  of  a  gold  and  silver 
producer  of  tlrat  Importance,  the  con- 
tribution of  which  to  the  precious 
t.ietals  produced  by  Itrltlsh  Columbia 
I  for  the  first  time  gives  an  Indication 
of  what  may  be  expected  from  this 
find  other  properties  being  opened  up 
in  this  comparatively  new  northern 
mining  section. 

Ourlng  most  of  the  past  year,  and 
still  in  marked  degree,  world  condi- 
tions from  the  viewpoint  of  the  met- 
lalllferous  mining  have  been  unsat- 
isfactory. Europe,  which  consumes 
the  greater  proportion  of  the  world's 
copper  product,  has  been  unablo  to 
buy  the  metals  of  America  and.  as  a 
result,  the  largest  producers  of  cop- 
per in  the  world  reduced  their  out- 
put to  about  .11  per  o*nt  of  norntHl. 
Much  the  same  has  applied  to  lead 
and  sine.  Theso  facts  remembered. 
It  Is  the  more  remarkable  and  grati- 
fying that  the  1»2I  production  of  lead 
Ij  estimated  lo  be  3.668.7S2  pounds 
m eater  than  in  1J20,  the  figures  be- 
ing: 1»J0,  .11.331.218  pounds;  ttll, 
•i3.000.000  pounds;  that  xlnc  will 
drop  in  volume  only  about  2.208,268 
pounda  in  comparison  with  the  rec- 
ords of  the  previous  year;  and  that 
even  in  copper,  for  which  there  was 
little  or  no  marker,  the  decrease  was 
rot  greater  than  approximately  10.- 
«07.«7«  pounds. 

Hon.  Mr.  Sloan  observes  at  this 
point  that  the  manner  In  which  this 
Province  has  held  her  own  In  re- 
spect of  three  of  the  basic .commer- 
c!al  metals,  in  the  face  of  almost 
unprecedented  adverse  conditlona.  la 
a  convincing  commentary  on  what 
tan  be  done  when  the  trade  winds 
are  more  favorable  and  furnisnea  an 
admirable  Illustration  of  what  the 
I  li.ture  holds  for  the  mining  industry 
j  oC  the  country.  It  was  only  a  few 
j  months  ago  that  at  an  International 
mining  convention  at  Portland.  Ore., 
the  American  delegates  held  a  ses- 
sion apart  from  the  Canadian  dele- 
gates to  formulate  resolutions  advo- 
cating a  tariff  against  Canadian  lead 
und  xlnc.  That  the  mining  men  south 
of  the  ^flne  then  were  beginning  to 
realixo/that  British  Columbia  waa 
becoming  s  factor  to  be  figured  with 
In  competition  on  the  world's  mar- 
kets waa  evident.  Their  fears,  It 
would  appear,  are  Ju.ttMcd.  for  tlm 
Industrie*  of  this  Provin.  c  still  are 
producing  and  marketing,  notwith- 
standing the  slight  margin  between 
profit  und  loss  under  present  condi- 
tlona. 

Coal  P rod u< lion 
Comparatively  little  difference  is 
apparent  in  the  production  figures 
for  ittl  and  those  estimated  for 
1321  in  connection  with  the  coal 
mining  industry.  In  1920  the  out- 
put waa  officially  placed  at  2.C9«.774 
tons,  and  for  the  past  year  It  Is  ss- 
timated  to  be  about  2.«24  000  tons, 
«  drop  of  72,77  4  tons.  The  gener- 
ally slack  conditions  Industrially  ex- 
rlaln.  In  a  general  way.  this  decline 
There  la  no  doubt  that  In  the  last 
few  months  the  competition  of  for- 
eign fuel  oil  has  had  a  d»trlmental 
effect  on  tha  demand  for  Itrltlsh  Co- 
l.imbla  coal.

"Bridging  Two  I  >cr*nu  and  Link- 
ing four  Continental"  Is  the  headline 
of  a  very  excellent  pamphlet  Just  Is- 
sued by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  netting  forth  the  progress 
cf  the  Canadian  Pacific  steamships. 
Limited.  The  Information  Imparted 
In  the  pamphlet  la  not  only  Interest- 
ing, but  reada  like  a  romance  In  Ita 
description  of  the  world's  greatest 
transportation  system.  Not  only  Is 
the  company  In  control  of  It. 600 
mils*  of  railway,  reaching  practically 
every  part  of  Canada  and  many  parts 
J  of  the  United  St..'.  I.  but  It  also  con- 
trols and  operate^  one  of  the  largest 
f'eets  of  ocean-going  steamships  un- 
der the  British  flag. 

In  the  summer  of  IHI  the  little 
settlement  of  Port  Moody,  on  the 
coast  of  British  Columbia,  witnessed 
two  remsrlcable  events.  Standing  at 
the  head  of  Burrard  Inlet,  about 
:  twelve  miles  from  Vancouver  (at  thst 
tJme  a  clearing  In  tho  forest  scarcely 
three  months  old).  Port  Moody  WM 
then  the  terminus  ef  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway;  and  the  tlrst  event 
was  the  arrival,  on  .luly  4,  of  the 
firm  train  through  from  Montreal. 
The  second  was  the  arrival,  on  July 
28.  of  the  brlf  W.  R.  Flint.  Ave 
weeks  out  from  Yokohama,  with  a 
cargo  of  tea,  the  first  cargo  carried 
across  the  Pacific  for  the  newly- 
completed  railway. 

»0«l  Tons   to  4*5.000 

An  Insignificant  event,  perhapa. 
FJght -hundred  ton  sailing  shlpa  slip 
In  and  out  of  pOfta  the  entire  world 
over,  every  day  of  the  year.  Tet  If 
an  onlooker  had  been  blessed  with 
the  gift  of  prophecy,  he  would  have 
seen  that  which  would  have  amased 

i  him    almost  beyond  comprehension. 

1  Hs  would  have  seen  the  descendants 
of  that  brig  carrying  the  flag  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  on  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Oceana — on  the  Mediter- 
ranean. Caribbean,  Adriatic  '  and 
South  China  He  as,  and  the  coasts  and 
inland  waters  of  Canada.  lie  would 
have  seen  the  100  tons  grow  Into 
over  488.000  tona,  and  the  one  serv- 
ice Into  those,  numeroua  onea  by 
which  Canada  la  now  linked  with 
four  continents.  From  that  humble 
beginning  the  Canadian  Pacific  has 
become  the  world's  greatest  trans- 
portation system,  by  water  a*  well 
eft  by  land. 


The  year  1117  saw  the  establish  - 
i  i'ni  of  a  regular  transpacific  serv- 
ice, with  three  chartered  steam  - 
shlpa.  lha  Batavla,  the  Parthla  and 
the  Abyssinia.  The  tatter's  first  out- 
bound cargo  consisted  of  forty  tons 
of  freight.  Three  years  later.  In 
July.  1880.  the  Canadian  pacific  con- 
cluded  a   contract  with 


the 

Government,  providing  for  a  mail 
aubaidy  of  £«0.000  a  year,  with  the 
services  of  three  twin-screw  steam- 
ships between  Vancouver.  Japan  and 
China.  To  fulfil  the  terms  of  this 
contract,  the  Empress  of  India,  the 
KmpreHM  of  China  and  the  Kmprees 
of  Japan  were  specially  built.  These 
ateamers  were  of  six  thousand  tons 
each  gross  register,  and  began  their 
work  In  lift. 

First  Atlantic  Khlps 
Not  until  1»0I  did  the  Canadian 
Pacific  enter  actively  lqto  the  Atlan- 
tic ahlpplng  bualness,  by  the  pur- 
chase of  fifteen  shlpa  from  the  Klder- 
Dempater  Une.  The  aucoeaa  of  this 
Atlantic  venture  Justified  the  addi- 
tion. In  190K.  of  two  new  first -class 
passenger  ships,  the  Empress  of 
Britain  and  the  Empress  of  Ireland. 
In  the  same  year  the  Montaagle 
Joined  the  transpacific  fleet.  The 
popularity  of  the  short  route  be- 
tween Vancouver  and  the  Orient  was 
such  that  additional  shlpa  were 
necessary,  so  In  1*13.  two  steamers, 
the  Empress  of  Russia  and  the  Em- 
press of  Asia,  were  added  to  the 
Pacific  fleet.  In  1118  two  more 
«tramers.  of  the  cabin  type,  tha 
Metagama  and  the  Mlssanable,  were 
added  to  the  Atlantic  fleet.  The 
the  first  ateamer  to 
on  her  maiden  voyage  from 
Oreat  Britain  to  Canada  after  tha 
war  began,  but  was  torpedoed  while 
In  convoy.  In  1117  the  Meltta  Joined 
the  fleet,  and  In  111!  the  Mlnnedosa. 
alster  ships  of  the  cabin  type. 

The  transatlantic  fleet  will  next 
year  be  substantially  enlarged  by  tha 
addition  of  the  Empress  of  Scotland. 
The  Empress  of  Scotland  wilt  not 
only  be  the  largest  ship  In  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  fleet,  with  a  gross  ton- 
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nt  .  ,,„«,!..  *hich  has  a  groa*  ton- 
nage of  22.800.  and  the  Empress  of 
lust  rails,   which   has  a  gross  tonnagn 

•  f  ?1.408  The  former  Is  expected  to 
be  ready  for  ser\*lce  In  February  and 
the  katter  In  April.  The  new  Em- 
press of  Scotland  will  Inaugurate  hs 
service  by  a  cruise  to  Europe  and  the 
Mediterranean,  under  charter,  artd 
will  take  her  place  In  the  trans- 
atlantic service  with  th*  opening  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  season. 

The  Montcalm,  Montrose,  and 
Montclare,  latest  recruits  to  tha 
populsr  "M"  type  of  cabin  ships, 
will  be  18.000  gross  tona.  length  510 
feet,  and  with  an  eatimated  speed  of 
17  knots  per  hour.  They  will  each 
have  a  capacity  for  642  cabin  and 
1.288  third  class  pa*senKera.  The 
Montcalm  is  expected  to  be  In  serv- 
ice In  January,  1822.  and  ths  Mont- 
rose In  May.

An  ocean  race  over  the  4 
from  Yokohama  to  Victor! 
here  yesterday  morning  with  the  Blue 
Funnel  steamship  Talthyblus.  Capt. 
H.  W.  Wilkinson,  leudlng  the  way  In 
to  quarsntine,  with  the  Nippon  Yu- 
sen  Kalsha  liner  Katori  Maru  one 
hour  behind  her. 

The  two  ships  pulled  away  to- 
gether from  Yokohama  breakwater 
at  I  p.m.  on  December  23,  and,  ul- 
though  constantly  In  touch  by  wire- 
less throughout  the  voyage,  caught  no 
Ctlmpae  of  each  other  until  yesterday 
morning,  when  the  Talthyblus  slgnted 
the  Japanese  vessel  eight  miles  astern 
as  both  headed  In  past  Flattery. 

The  westher  was  far  from  pro- 
pitious for  fast  passages,  and  the  first 
ship  In  made  no  better  time  for  the 
tranapaolfic  trip  than  13  days  and  18 
hours.  Hut  for  ths  retarding  wind 
and  sea  conditions,  both  would  have 
made  port  a  day  earlier. 

As  it  was.  the  Blue  Kunneler 
reached  the  station  within  ft?  few 
minutes  of  10  o'clock,  and  the  Ka- 
tori about  an  hour  later,  slowing  up 
en  route  down  the  Straits  during  the 
final  hour  of  the  voyage. 

Hare  to  Seattle 

it  appeared  as  though  the  speed 
battle  was  again  taken  up  when  the 
ships  cleared  for  Seattle.  The  Tal- 
thyblus pulled  out  from  the  dock  at 
4:28.  with  the  Katori  following  ten 
minutes  later,  smoke  belching  from 
the  funnel  of  both  ships  as  they  flred 
up  below. 

It  would  be  a  straight  race  to  Se- 
attle, with  no  stop  at  Port  Townsend 
on  this  occasion,  as  American  quar- 
antine Inspection  was  handled  at  this 
port.  Dr.  Bolton,  of  Port  Townsend. 
was  here  to  meet  the  ships  yesterdsy 
at  noon,  carried  out  the  quarantine 
requirements  with  respect  to  the 
Talthyblus  as  she  lay  moored  at  the 
Victoria  dock,  and  boarded  the  Jap- 
anese liner  later  to  do  the  same  for 
her  en  route  across  the  Straits.  Ar- 
rangements were  made  for  a  launch 
to  meet  the  vessel  at  the  entrance  to 
the  Sound  and  take  off  the  doctor. 
This  la  an  innovation  on  tho  part  of 
the  American  authorities  that,  yes- 
terday,  meant  a  saving  of  twelve 
houra  at  the  least  to  each  ship.  In 
the  ordinary  course  of  events,  falling 
to  reach  Port  Townsend  by  sunset, 
and  they  could  not  have  done  so  yes- 
terdsy, thay  would  have  had  to  wait 
overnight  for  pratique.

OTTAWA.  Jan.  5. — Negotiations 
toward  the  drawing  up  of  a  new 
flsherlea  treaty  between  Canada  and 
tha  United  States  have  bean  under 
way  for  a  long  time,  according  to 
officiate  of  the  fisheries  department, 
and  though  they  have  been  delayed 
by  changes  of  government  In  both 
countries,  it  la  expected  that  aoihe 
action  will  result  In  a  short  time. 

The  amendments  to  the  treaty  or 
1911.  which  gave  the  fishing  vessels 
of  either  country  the  right  to  use 
tha  porta  of  other  country,  resulted 
In  what  was  practically  complete 
reel  proeity. 

These,  however,  were  terminated 
by  the  United  States  on  July  15  lawt 
when  the  tresty  of  peace  with  Ger- 
many and  United  States  became  ef 
fective  and  the  war-time  powers  of 
the  President,  under  which  the  agree, 
ment  was  signed,  hsd  lapsed.

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That  a  reduction  of  twenty  per 
cent  In  taxation  ia  likely  in  Saam  h 
during  litl,  was  the  aUtement  made 
to  the  meeting  of  Ward  Four  Rate- 
payers Association  In  Marigold  Hall 
on  Wednesday  night  by  Reeve  George 
Watson.  Beth'  he  and  Councillor 
Kingwell,  another  candidate  for  the 
reavashlp.  spoke,  repesting  much  of 
what  they  have  ststed  elsewhere. 

The  Reeve  said  he  waa  looking  for 
a  twenty  per  cent  reduction  In  taxa- 
tion during  the  coming  year,  j  The 
municipalities,  he  declared,  were  not 
getting  sufficient  from  the  Provin- 
cial Government.  He  thought  that  I 
ultimately  education  ahouid  be  sad-  | 
died  upon  the  Dominion  Government. 
Touching  on  matters  of  particular 
Interest  to  Ward  Four,  the  Reeve 
said  that  now  that  the  necessary  au- 
thority hsd  boen  obtained  from  the 
Legislature  there  would  ba  no  ex- 
cuse for  the  Council  not  giving  the 
rstepayers  what  they  desired  In  th* 
way  of  drainage,  provided  the  people 
to  be  benefited  were  willing  to  pay 
the  price.  To  give  even  partial  re- 
lief In  the  matter  of  the  Colqultz 
drainage  would  require  fSO.000,  ac- 
cording to  an  eatlmate  received  from 
a  Government  engineer,  atated  Reeve 
Watson,  but  he  added  that  If  It  was 
possible  to  work  out  a  scheme  of 
relief  for  those  living  along  the  Col- 
qultx  he  would  do  so  If  returnad. 

Councillor  Kingwell  asserted  that 
the  Council  had  had  In  the  past  every 
power  needed  for  drainage  purposes. 
Stating  that  the  works  department 
could  be  Improved,  the  reeveship 
candidate  spoke  of  the  recent  Coan- 
cll  InvestlgsJtlon,  hold  in  Tolmle 
School,  as  a  "mock  court-martial." 
where  no  protection  waa  offered  to 
those  who  desired  to  make  charges 
of  a  libellous  character.  The  mu- 
nicipality had  been  held  up  to  ridicule 
as  a  result  of  this  affair,  he  declared 

Councillor  Kingwell  advocated  that 
n  qualified  engineer  handle  the  Gor- 
don Head  water  extension  work,  and 
slated  that  he  had  received  n  letter 
from  Mr.  Ruat,  former  city  engineer, 
elaimlng  that  It  would  he  a  fatal 
blunder  to  let  an  unqualified  man  take 
charge  of  thla  undertaking.

Councillor  McWilllama  spoke  brief- 
ly as  a  candldste  for  office  for  an- 
other term.

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Forecast  of  Board  of  Health 
Report  for  Province  Givcb 
Some  Interesting  Figures 
and  Comparisons 


A  forecast  of  some  of  ths  items  that 
wilt  be  Included  In  the  twenty-fifth 
annual  report  of  the  Provincial  Board 
of  Health  will  be  of  interest  at  thla 
time,  and  will  serve  to  show  thai 
some  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
direction  of  a  healthier  community  in 
Victoria. 

The  flgurea  covering  ths  birth  rate 
in  this  city  show  a  decrease  In  births 
from  last  year's  total.  Thla  year 
there  were  1.063  births  in  Victoria  aa 
sgainst  1.3(2  in  11*0.  Out  of  this 
number  this  year  6«l  were  males  and 
4S4  ware  females.  This  would  seem 
to  Indicate  that  locally  the  male 
population  is  growing  faatar  than  the 
female.  Statistics  prove  that  in  moat 
countries  more 
born  annually. 

The  most  encouraging  figures  in 
the  forthcoming  Board  of  Health's  re- 
port for  ItSt,  however,  will  be  thoso 
covering  the  death  rale,  especially  re- 
lating to  Victoria.  There  wore  4C<> 
deaths  In  Victoria  from  all  causes 
during  last  year  ss  compared  with  650 
during  1920.  which  is  a  decrease  of 
nl  net  y.
